New York—German monarchists are behind the plot to restore ex- 


King Carl to the Hungarian throne, as the forerunner of the restora- 
tion of the HohenzoUerns in Germany. 


HohrnzoUern loyalists in Berlin have been in touch with Hunga- 


rian monarchists for some time and there is every reason to believe 
they have made preparations to finance a coop d'etat by the llapsburgs. 


There has been a revival of monarchistic fe*lin£ in Europe ever 


since the Greek people voted to recall King Constantino to his throne. 
Germans especially naive b*en planning to encourage this ractionary 
devetupmnt from the time Constantine arrived in Athens. - 


The Hobenzollern chiefs, however, are compelled to move warily 


because they know any direct action by them would be successfully 
opposed by the allies. For this reason, they began several months aeo 
to accomplish their purpose through indirect means. They began In- 
spiring: Hungarian monarchists and it is through German encourage- 
ment that Carl, who is temperamentally timid, was persuaded to break 
his parole, given to the Swiss government and leave Switzerland to 
claim his throne. 


If Carl succeeds, the German monarchists will have scored an im- 


portant victory which will lead directly to an attempt to overthrow the 
German republic and make a HohemoOern ruler of Germany. 


Militarism will then become rampant in Germany and another 


European war will be a certainty of tho future.
